Doctor makes ‘house call” 


Dr. Miriam Hosmer visited 
Wilmington last week, where she 
practiced medicine for more than 20 
years. She was the overnight guest of 
Jo O'Neil of High Street. 

Dr. Hosmer grew up in Woburn, and 
attended the University of Michigan, 
where she studied for nine years, 
receiving her MD in 1933. She intern- 
ed in Brooklyn, New York and at the 
Norwegian Lutheran Deaconesses 
Home and Hospital. 

Her grandfather was the Rev. Eli- 
jah Harmon, pastor of the Wilmington 
Congregational Church during the 
1890's. 

When she first established practice 
in Wilmington in September, 1935, Dr 
Hosmer located at the Swenson home 
on Adams Street, She soon moved to 
the small house that is now between 
the Wilmington Memorial Library and 
the Nichols Funeral Home. That 
house was later occupied by her uncle, 
Dr. Gaius Harmon. 

She then moved to the house that is 
now the parsonage of the First Baptist 
Church, where she lived until 1957. 

In August of that year, she moved to 
Limington, Maine. She went into 
semi-retirement until she learned that 
people in Maine don’t call a doctor 
every time the baby cried at night. 

Dr. Hosmer set up a practice at 
North Haven, an island of Rockland. 
North Haven is a summer resort, but 
not for transient people. The cottages 
there are larger than the year round 
homes, and have remained in the 
same families for years.

It is possible, in 
Reykjavik to buy home grown 
bananas, right out of someone's 
greenhouse. 

Neurath, Germany, is a place where 
the West German Ministry of 
Research and Technology is ex- 
perimenting with waste heat. 

Underground pipes have been laid to 
farms, one of them being ovet 70 
kilometers long - that's 43 miles 
Those pipes supply hear to the 
farmer's fields, and the result is an 
early crop of vegetables, for local con- 
sumption. The heat is coming from 
the August Thyssen steel plant - heat 
that ordinarily would be lost into the 
atmosphere 

Tewksbury, Massachusetts is a 
place where the greenhouses are be- 
3, ing shut down. It costs too much to 
heat them. Flowers, imported from 
South America by airplane are 
bankrupting the local growers. 

Tewksbury is also a place that 
might be the site of a resource 
recovery facility - that's a phrase that 
includes the word incinerator. A huge

mittee and the Conservation Commis- 
sion. They had good questions. 

Maybe there are other questions 
too. 

It might be possible, for instance, to 
use some of that heat which may be 
dissipated into the atmosphere, to 
heat some of Tewksbury’s 
greenhouses. It could be possible, 
perhaps, to heat some homes - or as 
has already been suggested, some of 
the public buildings. 

Or maybe even to melt snow, along 
the highways, with underground hot 
pipes. 

Ina country where fuel oil costs are 
mounting, and where energy is a 
national subject, it would seem 
shameful to merely let all that heat 
disappear into the air. 

Of course there have to be answers 
of a technological nature. The energy 
being dissipated, to be pumped, must 
have pumps. There is a lot of work in- 
volved, long before one would get to 
the pipe laying stage. 

But - if it works in Iceland, and if 
the Thyssen experiments prove 
successful - what's wrong with doing 
something in Tewksbury too?

Wilmington selectmen have 
shown interest in an athletic 
facility for the people of the 
town. If this facility becomes a 
reality one has only to look at 
the Tewksbury fatility on 
Livingston Street for an exam- 
ple of how useful such a com- 
plex can be.

The simulated violence - 
or “play-acting’”’ of derby and 
wrestling is far removed from 
violence present in other 
sports. The ultimate blame for 
the sports violence situation 
must be placed on the paying 
public. Only when we stop pay- 
ing to see violent games in- 
volving violent men will the 
whole thing come to a merciful 
close.
